Drawings 

1 . The drawings filed on 01/16/2001 are acceptable subject to correction of the 
informalities. In order to avoid abandonment of this application, applicant needs to 
provide the FORMAL DRAWINGS. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to show a low weight encoding circuit comprising: a current balance 
encoder and decoder bit generator arranged to encode data bits and generate encoded 
data and corresponding decode bits If the predetermined number of data bits is not 
current balanced as called for in claims 1,12 and 19. Therefore, claims 1-20 are 
allowed.
